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Claims 


Having thus defined my invention, the embodiment of the invention in which an exclusive 
property or privilege is claimed are defined as follows: 

An improvement in a system to control moisture in an ext erior load h^ m[^j)^^\ construction 
having a plurality of stud members c onnected to lower plate an(^f: \^pper plate ho llow and 
perforated headers, iriteitor and'exterior wall portions md'iiTiSieSud^spaces tfiuTdefined, 
mQistUre/humidity probes are installed such that if the moisture in the fi"aming members or the 
hunwditybf the air in the stud space exceeds predetermined values, a moisture/humidity 
control mechanism actuates a fan that draws regulated interior air fi^om^the living space, forces 
if intonheiower headers^ tKe'siud spaces and the upper headers and exhausts it to tHe^xterior 
by means of exhaust ports^ connected to the upper headers through the exterior wall portion 
and continues to operate uiitil such time as the predetermined values are reached and upon 
reaching same, the mechanism then shuts off the fan. 
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O 2. An improvement in a system to control moisture in an exterior load bearing wall construction 
^ having a plurality of stud members and plates connected to lower plate and upper plate hollow 

^ headers installed externally to the wall construction, interior and exterior wall portions and in 

^ t he-^tud sp aces thus defined, moisture/humidity probes are installed such that if the moisture 

in the fi*aming members or the humidity of the air in the stud space exceeds predetermined 
values, a moi^re/humidity control mechanism actuates a fan that draws regulated interior air 
u I fi'om theJiymg ^pace , forces it into the lower headers, the stud spaces and the upper headers 

2 and exhausts it to the exterior by means of exhaust ports connected to the upper headers 

O through the exterior wall portion and continues to operate until such time as the 

Ty predetermined values are reached and upon reaching same, the mechanism then shuts off the

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p 3. The system of claim 1 or claim 2 wherein insulation is installed in the stud spaces. 

4. The system of claim 1 or claim 2 wherein insulation and insulation spacers are installed in the 
stud spaces. 

5. The system of claim^l^or clai m 2 or claim 3_ o|LclainPl>~wherein the moisture/humidity control 
mechanism contains a manual override means to enable manual operation independent of the 
probes. 
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
